In 
anticipation of possible trouble the au- 
thorities had surrounded all those con- 
nected with the trial with special 
guards, while the militia and two 
troops of regulars were held in readi- 
ness for the least sign of a disturb- 
ance. This was probably due to the 
numerous threats received by Govern- 
or Gooding from sympathizers with 
the accused. Special quarters had been 
taken for the jury, so as to keep it 
under constant guard, and a specia) 
order was issued by the mayor against 
street speaking during the progress of 
the trial. 

Judge Wood on the previous day had 
denied the petition of counsel for the 
defense for.a bill of particulars con- 
cerning the evidence to be advanced 
by the state in support of its charge 
of conspiracy. Lawyers Darrow, Rich- 
ardson and Wilson, associated in the 
defense with Murphy, the official coun- 
sel of the Federation of Miners, ar- 
gued for the petition on the ground 
that the defendant had a right to know 
before the trial what the nature of the 
evidence against him was, so that he 
might have an opportunity to prepare 
the evidence in rebuttal. The petition 
was opposed for the state by United 
States Senator Borah and Lawyers 
Fawley ‘and Van Duyn. Commenting 
on the judge’s decision after the first 
session of the court, Haywood said: 
“What does it matter? I am only a 
circumstance {n the°case anyhow. The 
cause at stake in this trial goes beyond 
me or a hundred like me; ‘it is the fight 
of the laboring man against oppres- 
sion.” It was expected that the choos- 
ing of a jury would occupy many days, 
as it would be difficult to find men 
-whom one side or the other could not 
successfully challenge on the score of 
having formed an opinion about the 
case. —— 
Black Handers Found Guilty. 

Eleven of the thirteen men accused 
of being leaders of the Black Hand 
conspiracy in the Pennsylvania hard 
coal region for the purpose of extort- 
ing money from numerous persons by 
threats of violence were found guilty 
at Wilkesbarre. This is regarded as 
being only the beginning of a sys: 
tematic campaign of the authorities 
for the extermination of- this secret 
Italian order. 


POLITICAL 


Ohio In Line For, Taft. 

Recent developments at Cincinnati 
make probable the unanimous indorse-. 
ment of Secretary Taft for president 
by the Republican party of Ohio. This 
was apparent from a statement issued 
by George B. Cox, the Hamilton coun- 
ty Republican leader, advising all Re- 
publicans to support Taft for presi- 


fent, Foraker for re-election to thes 


senate and’ Governor Harris to succeed 
himself. Commenting on this state- 
ment, Senator Foraker said that if-the 
advice of Cox should meet with the ap- 
proval of the Ohio Republicans, no one 
would support Secretary Taft for the 
Liar! more cordially than he 

ould. This was looked upon as Fo- 
taker’s withdrawal from the presiden- 
Hal race and means that Burton {fs 
eliminated from the senatorial contest. 
[ditor Taft, as the spokesman of Sec- 
retary Taft, said that Cox was evident- 
ly imbued with the ambition to add 
another name to the roll of presidents 
from Ohio and that this.plan was sat- 
Isfactory to his side. On the same day 


Chairman Brown of the state commit- 
tee came out squarely for Taft, and it 
was regarded as certain that the com- 
mittee would follow the advice of Cox. 
To Break Wisconsin Deadlock. 

The first important change in the 
senatorial contest before the Wiscon- 
sin legislature occurred when former 
Speaker Lenroot, known as La Fol- 
lette’s real preference, although the 
senator openly indorsed Stephenson, 


withdrew from the contest, thus mak- 


ing ap election possible at the next 
Joint session. 
Baltimore’s Democratic Mayor. 

In the Baltimore city elections J. 
Barry Mahool, Democrat, was elected 
mayor over Timanus, the Republican 
candidate. Mahool’s majority is about 
2,500. 

Hughes Captures Organization. 

Notwithstanding the rebuke adminis- 
tered to Governor Hughes by a coall- 
tion of Republicans and Democrats in 
the New York state senate the govern- 
or was able to regain complete control 
of his party in that body last week 
when the public utilities bill was in- 
dorsed in exactly the shape that he 
wanted It. The agreement was reach- 
ed in a conference of Republican sen- 
ators, and it included the understand- 
ing that all of the measures desired by 
Governor Hughes, including the re- 
count bill, ballot reform and investiga- 
tion of state departments, shall be 
passed. 


"New German Tariff Plan. 


The new tariff agreement between 
the United States and Germany, which 
‘was drawn up by Secretary Root and 
Ambassador von Sternburg, to go into 
effect July 1, 1907, has been made pub- 
lic. It gives Germany the reductions 
of duty authorized on all the articles 
mentioned in the third section. of the 
Dingley act. This amounts simply to 
the addition of champagnes and spar- 
kling wines to the reduced rates list. 
Denying Third Term Rumors. 

President Roosevelt has been kept 
pretty busy denying the various state- 
ments made by his friends looking to- 
ward his acceptance of a third nomina- 
tion. To one Massachusetts caller who 
told the president that New England 
would insist upon his renomination the 
president replied: ‘Nonsense! If I 
were to accept a renomination after 
what I have said on the subject, I 
would be historically disgraced.” 


Roosevelt Explains Further. 

The committee of the New York Fed- 
erated union returned from its call 
upon President Roosevelt with a form- 
al letter from him repeating what he 
had written to the attorney general on 
March 25, 1906. In that letter the pres- 
ident said that they must see that ex- 
act justice was done the accused men, 
referring to Messrs. Moyer, Haywood 
and Pettibone. He said he would call 
upon the district attorney of Idaho for 
any information of unfairness in the 
conduct of the case, and, on the other 
hand, he wanted to know whether 
there was any sign of miscarriage of 
justice in their favor, referring to the 
intemperate violence of the socialistic 
and labor agitators. The president also 
says that if at any time any one can 
submit to him evidence showing mis- 
carriage of justice he will bring such 
evidence to the attention of the attor- 
ney general and have him take action 
thereon. 


SCIENTIFIC 


Gyroscope Monorail Discovery. 

Before a brilliant assemblage of sci- 
entists in London last week under the 
auspices of the Royal society Louis 
Brennan, C. B., the well known in- 
ventor.of the Brennan torpedo, gave a 
demonstration with a miniature rail- 
way car or locomotive running on a@ 
single rail. with apparently nothing to 
Balance it, it’ being the: first practical: 
application of the well known principle 
of the gyroscope ‘to’ railway locomo- 
tion, It was a. demonstration which 
foreshadowed another industrial revo- 
lution, according to those who saw It. 

The car, propelled by a petrol elec- 
tric generating set, ran about the hall, 
turned sharp corners at high speed, 
crossed a single strand wire cable in 
Meu of a bridge and climbed heavy in- 
clines, all with perfect stability. Some- 
times it was loaded and sometimes 
empty, but there was no attempt to 
balance the load, for the vehicle did 
that instantly and automatically. If 
the load was piled on one side that 
side rose in proportion to the burden 
and the empty side was depressed, 
maintaining its stability whether stand- 
tng still or in motion. 

This result was brought about by 
an automatic stability mechanism of 
extreme simplicity carried by the ve- 
hicle itself, consisting of two fly wheels 
rotated directly by electric motors in 
opposite directions at high velocity 
and mounted so that their gyroscopic 
action and stored up energy can be 
utilized. These fly wheels are #80 
mounted on fine bearings and placed 
In exhausted cases, reducing air and 
journal friction to a minimum, that 
very little power is required to keep 
them in motion. If.the current {fs cut 
pff, they will run at velocity sufficient 


to impart stability to the vehicle for. 


several hours and will not come to 
pest for two or three days. Tho 
mechanism occupies small space and 
Is 5 per cent of the total load. The 
wheels are placed In a single row be- 
neath the center of the car and are 80 
made as to permit of horizontal and 
vertical curves in the track having less 
fMadius than the length of the vehicle 
Itself, thus the car can run over crook- 
ed rails or uneven ground without dan- 
ger of derailment. The motive power 
may be either steam, petrol, oil, gas or 
plectricity. The vehicle will have the 
advantage of being always ready for 
ose, the gyro wheels being kept in 
motion by a current from a small ac- 
eumulator while the engine is at rest. 

Economy also results from making 
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curved top and only requires 
same weight as the rails on an ordi- 
nary line, while the sleepers need be 
only one-half the usual length, and 
bridges are of the simplest possible 
construction. Expenditure of fuel will 
be considerably smaller, owing to the 
absence of flanged friction on curves 
and to the absence of lateral oscilia- 
tion or jolting, and the speed can be 
two or three times that of the present 
system. The Indian government has 
now voted $25,000 for the construction 
of a full sized vehicle, and the British 
war department will construct the 
necessary rail upon government land 
at Chatham, near the inventor’s home, 
for future experiments. 

Hopeless Consumptives Killed. 

Dr. 8. A. Knopff, the famous New 
York tuberculosis specialist, who was 
decorated by Emperor William of Ger- 
many for his work in fighting the white 
plague and who received a prize of 
$5,000 for the best treatise upon that 
disease, startled the national tubercu- 
losis congress at Washington by ad- 
vising that hopeless sufferers from tu- 


berculosis be killed quickly and pain- 


lessly by heavy doses of morphine. 
He said it was his practice to do that, 
and he regarded it as a sacred duty 
that the end might come quickly and 
painlessly. 

The committee on medication had 
made a report condemning the use of 
morphine and its compounds in these 
cases, and a bitter debate was in prog- 
ress when Dr. Knopff spoke. Drs. 
Flick and Landis had approved the re- 
port, but favored using creosote in ad- 
vanced cases. Knopff was opposed to 
the use of creosote, but said he did use 
herbin and codein, both of which con- 
tain morphine or cocaine. 

One of the plans indorsed by the con- 
gress is to organize classes of con- 
sumptives among workingmen and 
school children for -home treatment in- 
stead of in hospitals and sanitariums. 
Dr. Fulton said the secret of the suc- 
cess of the home treatment was that 
not only the patient, but the entire 
family, learned the road to health, 


while the man who returns from 4 san- 


ftarium usually cannot change his fam- 
ily’s mode of life. Dr. Lowman urged 
the seclusion of consumptive school 
children in special classes, which so far 
as possible may be taught in the open 
air. 

Swallows Fight Boll Weevil. 

The biological survey of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, while investigat- 
ing. the boll weevil pest in Texas, 
where the cotton crop has been dam- 
aged many millions of dollars annual- 
ly, has discovered that no less than 
thirty-eight species of birds feed upon 
the troublesome insect. It is. not 
claimed that the birds alone can check 
the spread of the weevil, but it has 
been demonstrated that they are an 
important help; hence an appeal is 
made to the northern farmer to aid in 
the work on the ground that the insect 
enemy of the farmer of every district 
is the common enemy of the country. 
Swallows are the foremost of the allies 
against the boll weevil, and they have 
been described as “the light cavalry 
of the avian army.” They have no 
rivals in the art of capturing insects 
in midair, and it is to this fact that 
their peculiar value to the cotton grow- 
er is due. Other useful birds of prey 


| are the orfoles, blackbirds, wrens and 


flycatchers. As many as four boll 
weevils have been found in the stom- 
ach of a single cliff swallow. The plan 
of' the department is to increase the 
number of swallows both north and 
south by forming nesting colonies. The 
southern colonies will work during the 
summer, while in the fall the northerfi 
bred birds, as they pass southward, 
will keep up the war. ~ rp

Two Cent Fare Retaliation. 

The first statement from the Penn- 
sylvania lines west of Pittsburg con- 
cerning the effect of the new two 
cent fare law on their™business has 
just been issued on behalf of the 
Cleveland and Marietta, which is en- 
tirely in the state of Ohio.’ It shows 
that during 1906 the passengers car- 
ried increased 13% per cent and that 
the number of miles traveled increased 
715,536, but that in spite of this the 
passenger earnings decreased $4,399, 
or about 3 per cent. The report hints 
that before long the passenger service 
will have to be curtailed if the two 
cent rate remains. 

Ryan Finances Exposition. 

The directors of the Jamestown ex- 
position announced that all arrange- 
ments had been completed for the is- 
suance of $400,000 worth of bonds, it 
being generally understood that Thom- 
as F. Ryan had agreed to lend the 
money. It is the intention of the di- 
rectors to make the exposition build- 
ings and grounds a permanent institu- 
tion of some kind. 

More Harriman Stock Issued. — 

Wall street was surprised to learn 
that the directors of the Union Pa- 
cific and Southern Pacific roads had 


authorized new issues of $75,000,000: 


bonds for the former and $36,000,000 
ef preferred stock for the latter. The 
bonds convey the right of conversion 
to common stock any time within three 
to five years and are to bear 4 per cent 
interest. The directors also ordered 
that dividends be paid quarterly here- 
efter. Mr. Harriman said the net 
earnings for the last fiscal year were 
644,697,000 on the Southern Pacific and 
632,465,000 on the Union Pacific,

TEACHING MONKEYS. - 


Simple Acts That Are ‘Too: Difficult 
For Simians to Learn. 

It would be a very #imple matter for 
.a fourteen months old child to learn 
to pull in, by means of a very light 
toy wooden rake, an object which it 
could not reach with its hands, and yet 
Jimmie, a very tame Rhesus —, 
ef mine, writes John B. Watson 
fhe World Today, spent many days in 
trying to learn this simple act and 
had not learned to manipulate the rake 
when our patience ran out. Jimmie 
was kept moderately hungry at the 
time of the experiments; he was teth- 
ered just out of reach of some very 
tempting food (malaga grapes). A light 
top wooden rake was given him. In- 
stinctively he grasped it, bit it, then 
dropped it and began straining at his 
tether and reaching out as far as possl- 
ble with his foreleg, g vain ef- 
forts to scratch in his food. The rake 
was then put around one of the grapes, 
and the handle extended toward Jim- 
mie. Instantly he grasped the handle 
as before and jerked it, and the grape 
rolled within reach of his paw. The 
rake was dropped and forgotten and 
the faithful paw utilized for the.com- 
pletion of the act. 

Now what happens when the grape 
has been eaten? The rake is still with- 
in his reach, and the grapes are still 
outside the pale. Does he perceive the 
relationship existing between “food 
out of reach, rake will lengthen paw, 
ergo, use rake?” Not Jimmie. And he 
is the brightest of six. As long as you 
will kindly hook the blade of the rake 
around the grape and extend the han- 
dle toward him. he will condescend to 
pull in the rake and consequently the 
grape, but he has never yet both 
pushed out and then pulled in the rake 
of his own initiative. 


THE BLACK SEA. 


Ite Waters So Badly Polsoned That 
Life Is Practically Impossible. 
Few persons, probably, other than 
those engaged in the pursuit of sci- 
ence, are aware that the Black sea 
presents an interest of its own to the 
zoologist and the geologist shared by 
no other part of the ocean at the pres- 

ent day. 

Throughout the greater part of the 
ocean the bottom is the dwelling place 
of a nuinber of creatures whose busi- 
ness it is to consume the bodies of the 
members of the surface fauna which 
after death sink to the bottom. In the 
Black sea, however, says the Field, ow- 
ing to special ‘geological events, such 
scavengers’ are totally wanting dver 
the greater part of the bottom, so that 
the carcasses of the creatures which 
fall from above are left to decompose, 
which they speedily do at the com- 
paratively high temperature of the 
water. “-«-" 

By their decomposition two soluble 
compounds, carbonate of ammonia and 
sulphureted hydrogen, are developed 
in enormous quantities, while no free 
lime, except such as is introduced from 
the Mediterranean, is left. The vol- 
ume of sulphureted hydrogen is 80 
great as to poison the water from 
the greatest depth (1,227 fathoms) to 
within about a hundred fathoms of the 
surface to such a degree that life, ex- 
eept for a few bacteria, is absolutely 
impossible. 

The circumstance has a double inter- 
est—first, that it is absolutely unique 
at the present day, and, secondly, that 
it seems to offer au almost exact paral- 
lel to the state of affairs that existed 
at the inconceivably remote epoch 
when the oldest known sedimentary 
rocks were laid down as mud on the 
ancient sea bottom.

The consent of the Legisla- 
ture is not invoked, because the only 
thing necessary for a successful cam- 
paign for control is to pay the price for 
the. stock.

Saturday night, which provided for 
President Tucker remaining nominally 
the head of the institution until his suc- 
cessor should be chosen. 

During President Tucker's adminis- 
tration Dartmouth college has made the 
most rapid progress in the history of the 
institation, and for the past four years 
has made a gréater proportionate growth 
than any other American college or uni- 
versity, .W President Tucker as- 
sumed charge there were but 315 stu- 
dents while today 1129 are enrolled. 

Through his efforts powerful alumni 
organizations have been formed among 
the graduates which have added wealth 
and prosperity to the college. The ath- 
letics have also shown improvement 
through the invigorating influence of 
the college’s head. 

President Tucker’s name has been 
synonymous with all that the new Dart- 
mouth implies and the announcement of

Sir:—The new station of the Boston 
& Maine Railroad is so Satisfactory jin 
attractiveness anil convenience that it 
seems to need but a touch to make jt 
complete. “Much,” says George Her. 
bert, “will have more.””. We have in the 
station so much already that we reach 
unabashed for the more which wi! bring 
perfection. The one thing needful in 
this instance seems, to some of us, to be 
a flight of steps at the south end of the 
east platform, which should give a direct 
way from the platform to the foot of 
School street above. At present passen- 
gers between this platform and School 
Street must make a comparatively long 
countermarch—towarcs the station and 
back again. Of the carriages too, which 
at present must fill the waiting-space 
between the wall and platform, some 
would stop above at the foot of School 
street, if there were steps there, and go 
diminish the crowding below. Such an 
exit would greatly assist in emptying 
the platform; for it would sift out those 
who desire to go-to School, Railroad, and 
Ridge streets, and withdraw them from 
the station itself. It would also give 
direct access for the many from these 
directions who wish to reach the plat- 
form but do not care to go into the sta- 
tion. 

The expense of such a flight of steps 
could not be great if the matter were 
undertaken now while work at the sta- 
tion is still unfinished. Is there not

Irish Home Rule Bill in. 

The British government's long ex- 
pected measure looking to home rule 
for Ireland was introduced in the 
commons Tuesday by the chief secre: 
tary for Ireland, Augustin Birrell, 
amid an uproar of shouts and protests 
of “gag” as it was forced to the first 
vote under the closure rule. It passed 
the first reading, 16 to 121. It appears 
to be one of ‘those compromise enact- 
ments which are safe for the party en. 
acting but not altogether satisfactory 
to any party. Mr. Birrell said that it 
contained no new legislative power, 
that it changed no taxes and that the 
Irish people 
would continue 
to send repre- 
sentatives to the 
imperial parlia- 
ment in London. 
Though thus 
limited in scope, 
the bill would 
have the object 
of associating 
sentiment of the 
Irish people 
with the admin- 
istration of 
many purely lo- 
cal affairs. He

would admit that “Dublin castle rule” 


had proved a failure. To take over 
the control of the boards of local gov- 
ernment, agriculture and technical in- 
struction, public works, education, cor- 
rection and the registrar’s office, the 
bl proposes to set up a national coun- 
cil consisting of eighty-two elected and 
twenty-four nominated members be- 
sides the under secretary ex-officio. 
The members would be elected from 
a local franchise which gives peers 
and women the right to vote. The 
king would name the first non-elective 
members and after that they would be 
named by the lord lieutenant. But no 
act of the council would be valid un- 
less approved by the lord leutenant, 
and any vetoes by him would be open 
for discussion before the imperial par-. 
Hament. For funds it is proposed to 
create an Irish treasury to be replen- 
ished every five years by act of par- 
Mament, starting at about $10,000,000 
a year for current expenses. 
American Bill In Reichstag. | 
In the reichstag at Berlin the secre- 
tary of the interior introduced the bill 
authorizing the proposed trade agree- 
ment with the United States, explain- 
ing that it was the first step toward a 
permanent reciprocal treaty. The meas- 
ure was then referred to a special com- 
mittee of twenty-eight, including com- 
mercial experts. During the debate 
Count Wehner-Posadowski, the chief 
secretary, said the agreement was far 
from satisfactory, but would serve to 
preserve friendly relations till some- 
thing better could be obtained. Amer- 
fea should recollect that “Germany is 
one of her best customers.” No sert- 
ous opposition appeared. | 


Canada Bars Sunday Papers. 

Acting under the new Lord’s day act, 
officers of the Canadian government 
have been posted along the American 
frontier to refuse admittance to all 
Sunday papers issued in the States. 
More than 15,000 papers were. thus 
held up. People accustomed to getting 
these papers are making a great ado 
and sending protests to Ottawa. 
Domingo Now Under Our Wing, 

"Since the ratification of the new 
treaty between the United States and 
San Domingo by the Dominican con- 
gress, May 3, the prevailing opinion in 
this country has been*that it involves 
a radical departure from traditional 
American policy: toward. the-smaller re- 
public of Spanish America. By’ this 
treaty, which is expected to take the 
place of the one pending before the 
American senate for the last two 
years, the United States will become | 
the financial trustee of San Domingo 
and in that capacity must exercise vir: 
tual police powers incident to the con- 
trol of customs. Up to this time the 
supervisory powers conferred by the 
Morales-Dillingham treaty of 1904, 
which was rejected by the American 
senate, have been exercised under a 
modus vivendi placing an American 
collector in charge of customs receipts 
in the interest of foreign creditors, 
The new treaty enables the president of 
the United States to appoint a receiver 
of Dominican customs during the term 
of bonds to be taken by a New York 
bank, the proceeds of which by agree- 
ment are to satisfy all creditors of San 
Domingo on a 50 per cent basis. The 
issue is to be for $20,000,000 in 5 per 
cent bonds, to run fifty years. 

No More of “The Mikado.” 

The British government has formally 
ordered the discontinuance of all per- 
formances of the comic opera, “The 
Mikado,” because of its offensiveness 
to Japanese citizens. . 
Spain Acclaims New Heir. 

Queen Victoria of Spain gave birth 
to a boy baby May 10 who becomes 
heir to the throne now occupied by Al- 
fonso, and the whole nation is rejoic- 
Ing over the event. A great throng of 
people had gathered in the approaches 
to the castle at Mddrid in expectation 
of the announcement which came 
shortly after noon with a booming of 
twenty-one guns. Inside the palace 
there was an assemblage of the high- 
est officials and diplomats, In the pres- 
ence of which the tiny new born infant 
was exhibited, being carried on a silver 
tray by the “mistress of the robes,” 
who was escorted by the king himself. 
Finest laces were draped over the ba. 
by’s body. The precious burden was 
handed to Premier Maura, who held 
the tray while all present had a peep. 
Then’ it was--borne back to the proud 
and happy mother. It was all a very 
formal ceremony of Introduction re- 
quired by royal tradition. By a decree 
of the government the new heir to the 
throne will be called “Prince of the As- 
turias” !n professed imitation of the

title given to the heirs -to the British 
throne. The fact that the queen is of 
English birth gives the event special 
significance as the beginning of a new 
era in the Spanish succession, 

Not to Talk Disarmament. 

Hurope now understands that Ger. 
many in the preliminary interchanges 
on the coming Hague conference has 
definitely refused to discuss any pro- 
posal for the limitation or armaments, 
and this, if true, will deprive the con- 
ference of its chief significance. Chan- 
cellor von - Buelow, however, holds 
England to blame, referring to the re- 
cent unofficial announcement in a Brit- 
ish government organ indicating that 
Germany would have to fall into line. 
This greatly angered the German press. 


INDUSTRIAL 


Strike Paralyzes San Francisco, : 

A strike of motormen and conductors 
on the street car system May 6 de- 
prived San Francisco entirely of street 
car service. About 3,500 men were di- 
rectly affected. The demand is for an 
increase of wages and an eight hour 
day. It was the intention of the man- 
agement of the roads to operate their 
system with nonunion men, several 
hundred of whom have been quartered 
in the company’s barn. 

No attempt was made to operate cars 
in the business district, for the police 
disarmed all men on cars as they cime 
out of the barn and did little to prevent 
the mob from throwing bricks. Chief 
of Police Dinnan ordered the police to 
shoot any strike breaker who fired on 
the crowds. The business of the city 
was almost completely paralyzed, and 
it was expected that Governor Gillette 
would order out the troops at any mo- 
ment. President Cornelius of the car- 
men’s union issued inflammatory proc- 
lamations, claiming that the roads had 
imported thugs and ex-convicts ‘to 
shoot down innocent people. On May 
7, when the company attempted to run 
five cars with armed strike breakers, a 
mob of union mechanics and other 
strike sympathizers began an obstruc. 
tive attack. Thereupon the strike 
breakers began to shoot into the crowd, 
wounding a score or more, of whom 
five were mortally injured. Heavy 
missiles thrown from the tall buildings 
on either hand smashed into and wreck- 
ed the cars, which were then taken 
back to the barn. 

New York Strike Riots. 

The principal steamship lines having 
decided not to grant the demands of 
the longshoremen for higher wages, 
strike breakers were set to work load- 
ing the ships next due to sail, and the 
ocean’ liners got away on time, though 
only partly loaded. This greatly an- 
gered the strikers and many clashes 
occurred in the streets along the docks. 
Several lines came to terms with the 
men, and this encouraged the other 
strikers. Riots also occurred in con- 
nection with the strike on the Have- 
meyer sugar refinery in Brooklyn, 
strike breakers being attacked as they 
left the factory Wednesday night. 
The police were on hand and charged 
the rioters with clubs. About 12,000 
men were out.

First Express Rate Ruling. 

The interstate commerce commission 
has rendered its first decision on the 
reasonableness of an express company 
rate in a case brought by the Society 
of American Florists, who claimed that 
the rate on cut flowe from New : 
Jersey points. to 
New York city

Won't Raise Canal Wages. 

The decision of Secretary Taft af.

etc., for men employed on the Panama 
canal work applies especially to steam 
shovel men, construction train engi- 
heers and conductors. The shovel men 
wanted higher wages, as follows: En- 
Bineers, from $210 to $300 a month; 
tranesmen, from $185 to $250; firemen, 
from $83.33 to $110. The secretary 
rules that the present rates are high 
enough “after comparing the advan- 
tages which the isthmian shovel men 
have over their brothers in the United 
States with the disadvantages which 
they have to bear in living on the isth- 
mus.” He explains that the present

President Roosevelt in his office at 
Washington opened the Actors’ Fund 
fair at New York by telegraph and 
then by pressing the electric key fired 
a big cannon connected with a special 
wire at Charleston, 8. C., to mark the 
opening of the National scheutzenbund, 
A telephone was so arranged that the 
president could hear the report of the 
gun and get the result of his firing. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


Nephew Smith’s Chief Heir, ; 

The fortune held by the late James 
H. Smith, known in Wall street as 
“Silent” Smith, which was believed to 
be near $50,000,000, has now been di- 
vided among the heirs by the will pro- 
bated at New York on the day of the 
funeral. The real value of the estate 
is found to be not over $25,000,000. Of 
this the largest piece goes to George 
G. Mason, a nephew, who has worked 
his way up from the shops in the serv- 
ice of the St. Paul railroad, He gets 
$12,000,000. A third goes to another 
nephew, William Smith Mason, a 
young real estate man of Hvanston, 
Ill, while $3,000,000 is left to the wid- 
ow, $1,000,000 to a titled sister, Lady 
Cooper of England, and smaller 
amounts to other relatives. 

Octopus Breaks A!! Records, 

The submarine torpedo boat Octo- 
pus, under trial at Newport, made 
three speed runs with Captain Marix 
and other members of the naval board 
as passengers, during which she broke 
all records by making an average speed 
of 10 knots an hour and a maximum 
of 10.15 knots for one mile, A feature 
of the test was the use for the first 
time of a submarine bell with which 
the Octopus is equipped, and by means 
of which connection was kept up. with 
the receiving apparatus on a surface 
boat constantly during the submersion. 
Another Texas Storm. 

A tornado destroyed the towns of 
Ridgway and Birthright, Tex., on the 
6th inst., nine persons being reported 
killed and many injured. 
lan Maclaren Dead. 

Dr. John Watson, the English minis- 
ter, known best by his pen name of 
Ian Maclaren, died at Mount Pleasant, 
Ia., May 6 after a long illness. His 
reputation as a writer was made after 
middle life, beginning in 1894 with the 
publication of ‘Beside the Bonnie Brier 
Bush.” 

Railroad Wants Beardless Men. 

The Burlington Railroad company 
has issued from general headquarters 
an order requiring all conductors em- 
ployed on ‘its 9,000 niiles of road to re- 
move their whigkers by a certain day 
or explain their failure to do so. It 
has also been ordered that white vests 
fand ties shall be worn. The reason 
given for the order.is a desire to se- 
cure uniformity and the more business- 
like appearance of the smooth shaven 
face. 

Heavy Fatalities on Railroads. » 

The report of the interstate com- 
merce commission, covering the months 
of October, November and December, 


| 1906, gives the number of collisions 


and derailments during that period as 
8,965, of which 501 affected passenger 
trains. The number of passengers and 
employees killed was 474, of which 180 
were passengers, the largest list on 
record for any quarter, excepting that 
ending with September, 1904. The to- 
tal number of casualties to passengers 
and employees on duty was 20,944. 
The compilation of causes of forty 
noteworthy train accidents showed 
that in twenty-one cases the disaster 
was directly traceable to carelessness, 
error of judgment or negligence on the 
part of railroad employees. In a sur- 
prisingly large number of cases the 
men responsible for these lapses were 
either new to their duties or had been 
worked for a continued period until 
they were presumably too exhausted 
to efficiently perform their work. 
Marvin Boy Found Dead. 

Clothed just as he was when he dis- 
appeared on March 4 last, the body of 
little Horace Marvin, Jr., was found 
less than half a mile from his father’s 
home, near Dover, Del., May 4, in a 
place which had been tramped and 
burned over several times by search- 
ing parties during the past month.

_ THE GREEN SUN. 


It Was Noticed and Commented Upon 
by the Ancient Egyptians. 

The appearance of a green light at 
Sunset was noticed and commented 
upon by the ancient Egyptians and 
more particularly so because in the 
clear air of Egypt the tints of sunset 
are peculiarly distinet. 

As the sun there descends nearer 
and nearer to the horizon and is im- 
mensely enlarged and flaming, it sud- 
denly becomes for an instant a bril- 
Mantly green color, and immediately a 
series of green rays suffuses the sky in 
many directions, well nigh to the ze- 
hith. The same phenomenon appears at 
sunrise, but to a smaller extent. Some- 
times, just as the lust part of. the sun’s 
disk vanishes, its color changes from 
green to blue, and so also after it has 
disappeared the sky near the horizon 
often is green, while toward the zenith 
it is blue. 

This was alluded to in Egyptian 
writings. Day was the emblem of life 
and night that of death, and the noc- 
turnal sun, being identified with Osiris, 
thus rendered Osiris king of the dead. 
The setting sun was green; therefore 
Osiris. as the nocturnal deity of the

NOTRE DAME OF REIMS. 


No Cathedral In. France its Equal In 
Wealth or Ornament. 

The place where it (Reims cathe- 
dral) stands is far too closely shut in 
by small and insignificant houses. But 
the strongest light, the meanest sur- 
roundings, could not lessen the marvel 
of so marvelous a church, and mag- 
nificent is the word that occurs to one 
on the.threshold, as to Arthur Young 
on the distant hilltop. There is no ca- 
thedral in Francé that can equal it in 
wealth, in extravagance, in gorgeous- 
ness of ornament. The facade of Notre 
Dame of Paris, while something like it 
in general design, is of Puritan sim- 
plicity beside the facade of Notre 
Dame of Reims. No other west doors 
are more deeply recessed, more richly 
charged with sculpture, row upon row, 
tier upon tier, some statues being as 
unexpectedly Greek in character as 
others are Gothic. No other sculptures 
are on so large and imposing a scale. 
No other gables over the doors soar 
upward in such high, acute angles. No 
other show such an entanglement of 
figures and traceries. And the great, 
tall windows above and the rose: be- 
tween are so beset with ornament that 
hardly an inch of bare stone remains 
about them. In the gallery of kings 
the statues stand under carven cano- 
pies, intricate, delicate, lacelike in their 
elaboration. The tall central gable, 
fretted and flamboyant, reaches up still 
higher, and on each sice of it the tow- 
ers, with the long lines of their arches 
and windows, seem bent on carrying 
the glory of it all to the very heights 
of heaven. 

Nor werearchitect and sculptor less 
lavish when they turned from the west 
front. Everywhere it is the same. The 
buttresses stand firm, a mass of ar- 
cades, niches sheltering wide winged 
angels and tall pinnacles, or they go 
flying across aisles in as light, graceful 
and ornate a flight as if beauty were 
its only object. They are the most 
beautiful buttresses in France, Fergus- 
son says; the grandest pinnacles, Mr. 
Moore declares, and both are right. 
The transepts are only new spaces for 
new ornament; the apse is only a new 
motive for, the new arrangement of 
buttresses and pinnacles. The gar- 
goyleés somehow seem more mgn- 
strous than those that look down fro 
other cathedral walls, and around the 
top of the apse, perched on a high bal-

ustrade, are grotesques—owis, 


they serve in the decorative scheme, 
breaking the horizontal lines of the bal- 
ustrade with the effect of still another 
row of pinnacles. I have wandered for 
days about the cathedral without com. 
ing to the end of its inexhaustible de- 
tail. It is almost incredible that one 
church could be so covered with orna- 
ment, that its walls could bear upon 
their surface such a rhythmical con- 
fusion of sculptured stone.—Blizabeth 
Robins Pennell in Century.

Queer Story of a Prizefight In an Eng- 
lish Royal Garden. 

In his book of memories Major Gen- 
eral Sir Owen Tudor Burns tells a 
story of the first visit of a shah to 
Great Britain: 

The shah wanted to see a prizefight, 
with blood. After much anxious 
thought and consultation with Lord 
Queensberry an innocent glove fight 
was arranged in the Buckingham pal- 
ace stables, to take: place quietly half 
an hour before the shah was to receive 
Lord Shaftesbury and the archbishops 
and bishops with a memorial asking 
him to protect the interests of the 
Christians in Persia, : 

But the shah slept late. The prize- 
fighters overlapped the prelates. A 
footman made a mistake in opening 
the door. Archbishops and bishops fol- 
lowing the shah in a moment found 
themselves more or less in a ring 
round the two prizefighters. The 
bishops hustled back to the reception 
room, the fight was stopped, the shah 
was angry and disappointed, and Lord 
Shaftesbury was heard shouting: “A 
prizefight in the garden of the queen’s 
palace forsooth! I will denounce you 
all over the kingdom!” Mutual expla- 
nations followed, the matter was set 
right, we sent special messages to the 
reporters to keep it out of the press, 
and I was later on privileged to ex- 
plain it all to the queen, who took the 
matter much more calmly than her 
lord chamberlain. Once back, how- 
ever, inside Buckingham palace, we 
all smoothed our ruffled feathers and 
listened to a most gloomy orativun from 
Lord Shaftesbury. ; 

The shah, angry at the interruption 
of his prizefight, turned round to Sir 
Henry Rawlinson and growled in Per- 
sian: “Hang the Christians in Persia! 
Tell them they’re all right!” Rawlin- 
gon translated that into a long, elo 
quent and beautiful reply to the depu- 
tation, while doubtless the disappoint- 
ed boxers were having a consolation 
scrap in the stables. Lord Shaftes- 
bury did not denounce them, though 
the shah’s bear leaders lived in terror 
for some days. 

The lord chamberlalu blamed me, 1 
blamed the shah, the shah blamed the 
equerry, the equerry blamed the foot- 
man, the footman blamed every one 
all round, and we gave the prizefight- 
ers £5 apiece, with a resolution writ- 
ten in blood that never would any of 
us again arrange a prizefight, even for 
a shah of shahs, in a royal palace gar- 
den.

The walls of the inns are of mud 
plastered on a center wall made by 
weaving reeds together, The windows 
are mostly of oiled paper, with possi- 
bly one small pane of glass in the 
center. The rafters are rounded tim- 
bers on which are spread reeds, then 
a layer of coarse. matting and then 
packed mud. In the cities the better 
inns have brick walls and tiled roofs, 
“but are otherwise about the same. 

It was necessary to sleep on the 
“k’ang” and eat Chinese food. In 


kitchen, a square space with mud floors 
and raised mud ovens with clay and 
dron pots. From this one passes 
through a cloth.hung doorway into the 
inn proper, At,Tieling this was twen- 
ty to sixty feet, down the middle of 
which was an eight foot aisle. with 
packed mud floor, 

On each side were ranged the 
“k’angs,” raised mud embankments, 
brick faced, some thirty inches high 
and six feet wide. On these are spread 
mattings, and here all guests roll them- 
selves in their own blankets and sleep 
‘side by side, with their feet to the 
wall and their heads to the center 
aisle, A fire» underneath runs the 
length of each “range,” and a fire at 
one end furnishes the hot air, which 
passes through and out at a mud 
chimney and warms the sleepers. 

The meals are served on these 
“k’angs” on little tables about a foot 
high. At these inns a teapot is al- 
ways kept warm over a fire in a raised 
mud embankment in the middle of the 
main aisle.
